An 
additional  phrase  in  the  proviso  empowers  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  exer- 
cise that  discretion.  The  proviso  as  a whole,  therefore,  sets  up  harmful  limita- 
tions upon  the  legitimate  printing  work  of  the  Weather  Bureau  and  then  pro- 
ceeds to  annul  these  limitations  by  its  language  of  qualification  and  authoriza- 
tion. In  actual  practice  everything  can  now  be  done  under  the  proviso  that 
could  be  done  without  any  proviso.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $40,620,  and  the  proviso 
stating  that  $10,000  of  the  amount  appropriated  this  year  may  be  used  for 
the  importation  of  Corriedale  and  other  promising  breeds  of  sheep  should  be 
omitted.  A large  part  of  the  increase  is  asked  for  projects  designed  to  increase 
the  meat  supply  of  the  country.  In  the  project  of  “beef  production”  an  in- 
crease of  $15,000  is  asked  to  develop  the  work  under  way,  particularly  in  the 
South.  There  seems  to  be  justification  for  extension  of  this  work  by  studying 
the  suitability  of  the  various  feeds  and  forage  crops  of  the  extreme  South,  as 
velvet  beans,  sorghum,  Japanese  cane,  sugar  cane,  beggar  wheat,  etc.,  while 
there  are  also  fine  possibilities  of  increasing  production  in  the  Eastern  States 
and  on  the  irrigated  lands  of  the  West.  An  increase  of  $8,500  is  indicated  in  the 
work  of  “pork  production”  which  is  carried  on  at  the  experimental  farm  at 
Beltsville,  and  consists  of  a study  of  the  effect  of  grazing  crops,  as  soy  beans, 
cowpeas,  rape,  peanuts,  etc.,  on  the  quality  of  pork.  It  is  designed  to  supple- 
ment the  study  by  chemical  investigations,  and  it  is  thought  that  such  work  is 
of  much  importance,  especially  to  the  South  where  the  use  of  forage  crops  is 
necessary  for  profitable  results.  For  “pig  clubs”  an  increase  of  $12,500  is  sub- 
mitted and  for  “poultry  clubs”  an  increase  of  $10,000.  Along  both  these  lines 
there  are  insistent  demands  for  the  organization  of  more  clubs,  and  without  a 
larger  appropriation  it  is  impossible  to  meet  such  demands.  An  increase  of 
$3,200  for  sheep  and  goat  investigations  is  included,  and  $5,900  for  supervision 
and  overhead  charges  on  the  entire  animal  husbandry  work,  a total  increase  of 
$55,100.  Decreases  are  noted  as  follows:  For  animal  breeding  investigations, 
$2,500;  for  certification  of  pedigrees,  $1,980,  and  for  importation  of  Corriedale 
sheep,  $10,000,  total,  $14,480,  which  subtracted  from  the  increase  of  $55,100, 
makes  a net  increase  of  $40,620  as  indicated.

Tliis  amount  is  required  for 
the  investigation  of  the  citrus  canker  disease,  which  is  becoming  alarmingly 
prevalent  and  destructive  upon  lemon,  orange,  and  graroefruit  trees  in  Florida 
in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  State  and  local  authorities  to  control  it.  The  dis- 
ease also  occurs  in  Alabama,  klississippi,  and  Texas. 

Fruit  rots  and  spots,  $2,140.  This  is  needed  to  effectively  handle  the  studies 
of  fruit  decays  with  special  reference  to  the  relation  of  temperature  as  a factor 
in  influencing  the  development  of  the  decay  fungi  which  are  the  destructive 
agents  in  the  decays  of  fruit  undergoing  transportation  and  storage.  These 
pathological  studies  ai'e  required  in  connection  with  the  development  of  im- 
proved methods  in  the  culture  and  handling  of  fruits  for  long-distance  trans- 
portation and  storage. 

(76)  For  the  control  of  diseases  of  forest  and  ornamental  trees  and 

shrubs,  including  a study  of  the  nature  and  habits  of  the  para-

Tliis  is  needed 
because  the  propaganda  for  the  utilization  of  legumes  for  soil  improvement 
throughout  the  country  has  caused  a demand  for  bacterial  cultmes  beyond  the 
present  ability  of  the  deptartment  to  supply.  Both  to  facilitate  the  extension 
work  in  the  use  of  legumes  on  the  part  of  the  farm  demonstration  force  of  the 
department  and  to  determine  standard  requirements  for  commercial  bacterial 
cultures  for  legumes  it  is  strongly  recommended  that  provision  be  made  to 
enable  the  department  to  meet  a reasonable  demand  lor  legume  cultures.

to  pay  all  expenses  necessary  to  protect,  administer,  and 
improve  the  national  forests;  to  ascertain  the  natural  conditions 
upon  and  utilize  the  national  forests;  and  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  may,  in  his  thscretion,  permit  timber  and  other 
forest  products  cut  or  removed  from  the  national  forests  to  be 
exported  from  the  State,  Territory,  or  the.  District  of  Alaska 
in  which  said  forests  are  respectively  situated ; to  transport  and 
care  for  fish  and  game  supphcd  to  stock  the  national  forests  or 
the  waters  therein;  to  employ  agents,  clerks,  assistants,  and 
other  labor  recniired  in  practical  forestry  and  in  the  administra- 
tion of  national  forests  m the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere; 
to  collate,  digest,  report,  and  illustrate  the  results  of  experi- 
ments and  investigations  made  by  the  Forest  Service;  to  pur- 
chase necessary  suppUes,  apparatus,  and  office  fixtures,  and 
technical  books  and  technical  journals  for  officers  of  the  Forest 
Service  stationed  outside  of  Washington,  and  for  medical 
supphes  and  assistance  necessary  for  immecUate  rehef  of  artisans, 
laborers,  and  other  employees  engaged  in  any  hazardous  work 
under  the  Forest  Service;  to  pay  freight,  express,  telephone,  and 
telegraph  charges;  for  electric  light  and  power,  fuel,  gas,  ice, 
wasliing  towels,  and  official  traveling  and  other  necessary 
e:^enses,  including  traveling  expenses  for  legal  and  fiscal 
officers  while  performing  Forest  Service  work:  And  provided 

further.  That  hereafter  ofiicers  and  employees  of  the  Forest  Service 
may  he  paid  for  the  use  of  their  own  conveyances  on  official  business 
at  rates  to  he  fixed  hy  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  which  shall  not 
in  any  event  exceed  the  customary  charges  for  the  hire  of  private 
conveyances  for  similar  use;  and  for  rent  outside  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  as  follows: 


NOTE. — The  proviso  in  brackets,  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  buildings 
upon  homestead  lands  prior  to  the  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  forest 
reservation,  is  continuing  legislation  and  may  be  omitted. 

New  language  has  been  added  to  provide  for  medical  assistance.  The 
provision  in  the  appropriation  for  1915  for  furnishing  medical  supplies  for  the 
immediate  relief  of  artisans,  laborers,  and  other  employees  engaged  in  hazard- 
ous employment  in  the  Forest  Service  is  amended  by  providing  also  for  medical 
assistance  in  such  cases.  By  the  act  of  March  11,  1912  (37  Stat.,  p.  74),  Con- 
gress extended  to  such  employees  the  benefits  of  the  Compensation  Act  of 
May  30,  1908  (35  Stat.,  p.  556).  Under  this  legislation  the  Forest  Service 
appropriation  becomes  liable  for  the  payment  of  salary  or  wages  of  employees 
of  the  service  injured  while  engaged  in  hazardous  employment  during  the 
period  of  disability,  but  not  exceeding  one  year  from  the  date  of  injury.  From 
the  frequently  hazardous  nature  of  their  duties  the  emiiloyees  of  the  service 
are  peculiarly  liable  to  injuries,  and  it  is  in  the  interests  not  only  of  the  humane 
treatment  of  employees  injured  in  the  course  of  their  employment,  but  also 
of  economy  in  the  expenditure  of  the  public  funds  that  such  injuries  be  given 
adequate  medical  treatment  immediately,  thereby  reducing  the  period  of 
disability  for  which  the  Government  becomes  liable  under  the  compensation 
act. 

A new  provision  has  been  added  authorizing  payment  to  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  Forest  Service  for  the  use  of  conveyances  owned  by  them 
when  used  on  official  business.  Certain  of  the  forest  officers  are  required 
under  the  terms  of  their  employment  to  furnish  one  or  more  saddle  horses 
together  with  the  necessary  equipment  for  transportation  in  their  official 
business.  Frequently  forest  officers  own  conveyances  which  are  not  required 
under  the  terms  of  their  employment.  Experience  has  shown  that  where 
forest  officers  live  at  points  remote  from  regular  routes  of  travel,  it  is  either 
difficult  or  impossible,  and  usually  very  expensive,  to  hire  private  convey- 
ances for  official  work  which  can  not  be  carried  on  with  the  transportation 
which  the  forest  officer  is  reciuired  to  furnish  himself.  Under  such  circum- 
stances forest  officers  who  own  automobiles,  motor  cycles,  or  other  convey- 
ances could  occasionally  use  them  with  advantage  to  the  Government  in 
patrol  work,  fire  fighting,  or  inspection  work,  thereby  greatly  increasing  their 
efficiency  and  reducing  the  expense  which  would  necessarily  be  incurred  in 
the  hire  of  private  conveyances.  The  granting  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
of  authority  to  make  reasonable  reimbursement  to  Forest  officers  in  such 
cases  would  be  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  more  efficient  protection  and 
administration  of  the  national  forests.

NOTE. — The  majority  of  the  sultapprojaiafions  for  the  individual  national 
forests  named' below  have  been  decreased.  The  reason  for  these  changes  is 
primarily  due  to  two  important  changes  in  the  method  of  presenting  the  esti- 
mates. In  previous  years  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  been  authorized 
to  deduct  from  the  general-expense  subappropriations  an  aggregate  of  not  to 
exceed  15  per  cent  for  tlie  purposes  of  general  administration.  The  specific 
sums  used  for  the  expenses  of  general  administration  in  the  Washington  office 
and  in  the  district  offices  have  thus  not  appeared  in  the  appropriation  bill. 
In  the  present  estimates  eight  specific  items  are  set  forth  to  cover  general  admin- 
istration. This  amount  has  accordingly  been  deducted  from  the  various  indi- 
vidual subappropriations.  A second  important  change  is  the  presentation 
of  a separate  item  for  timber  cruising,  timber  appraisal,  and  other  reconnais- 
sance work.  Inasmuch  as  this  work  must  be  accommodated  to  the  applications 
for  the  sale  of  timber,  the  exact  needs  of  each  forest  can  not  be  anticipated, 
and,  therefore,  provision  for  the  work  is  made  in  a separate  item.  This  causes 
a further  reduction  from  the  individual  forest  appropriations.  A third  reason 
for  certain  of  the  changes  in  the  national  forest  items  is  due  to  the  changes  in 
the  protective  and  aclministrative  organization  and  in  the  distribution  of 
statutory  positions  to  meet  more  effectively  the  needs  for  fire  protection  and 
the  fluctuations  in  the  volume  of  business  transacted  on  the  different  forests. 
The  protective  organization  on  the  individual  forests  consists  of  permanent, 
or  yearlong,  employees  on  tlie  statutory  roll,  together  with  the  short-term 
guards  and  other  pi’otectivo  forces  employed  during  the  fire  season.  These 
forces  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  the  average  normal  fire  conditions  as  deter- 
mined by  the  experience  of  past  years.  As  this  experience  accumulates 
readjustments  in  this  organization  become  necessary,  which  may  involve 
changes  in  the  distribution  of  the  statutory  force  as  well  as  in  the  short-term 
force,  which  is  paid  for  out  of  the  lump-fund  appropriations  for  the  individual 
forests.  These  readjustments  must  be  made  from  year  to  year  but  do  not 
necessarily  affect  the  aggregate  of  the  statutory  and  lump-fund  appropriation. 
The  fluctuations  in  the  volume  of  business  arise  from  differences  in  the  amounts 
of  timber  sold,  the  number  of  stock  grazed,  the  occupancy  and  other  miscel- 
laneous uses  of  the  forest  land,  the  number  of  applications  for  tracts  of  land 
for  agricultural  settlement  under  the  act  of  June  11,  1906,  etc.

These  tests  would  include 
a determination  of  the  strength  of  the  timber,  the  adaptability  of  the  wood  for 
paper  pulp,  its  suitability  for  wood  distillation,  and  other  properties  of  the  par- 
ticular species  which  would  make  it  of  value  in  the  markets  of  the  United 
States.  They  would  usually  be  carried  on  by  the  Forest  Service  laboratories 
in  the  United  States,  but  sometimes  at  manufacturing  plants  by  the  manufac- 
turers themselves  in  cooperation  with  the  Forest  Service,  the  latter  merely 
paying  such  expenses  as  are  incident  to  the  conduct  of  correspondence  regard- 
ing tests  and  obtaining  reports  upon  the  results  secured.  In  either  case  the 
work  contemplated  will  include  the  compilation  by  the  Forest  Service  of  infor- 
mation showing  the  present  and  possible  industrial  uses  of  the  foreign  wood, 
the  cost  of  its  exploitation  in  the  foreign  country,  and  similar  data.

in  lieu  of  the  existing  law,  in  addition  to  providing  for  this  work  provides  also  for 
the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  funds  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  survey, 
examination,  and  appraisal  of  lands  included  in  exchanges  of  land  authorized 
by  Congress  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  private  lauds  within  the  national 
forests,  or  consolidating  Government  lands.  Three  acts  involving  the 
exchange  of  national  forest  lands  have  been  passed  by  Congress  within  the 
past  year.  It  is  considered  essential  that  the  Government  have  full  control  of 
the  personnel  employed  in  the  work  and  tlie  methods  used  in  surveying,  exam- 
ining, and  appraising  timber  and  lands  privately  and  publicly  owned  consid- 
ered for  exchange.  This  will  prevent  any  criticism  that  the  private  owner 
of  lands  considered  for  exchange  has  had  undue  infiueuce  in  the  collection  of 
data  or  the  appraisal  made  as  the  basis  for  the  exchange.  There  is  no  legisla- 
tion at  present  permitting  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  such  funds  by  the 
Government,  and  the  amendment  has  been  prepared  to  accomplish  this  pur- 
pose. The  amendment  also  provides  for  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  funds 
by  the  Government  from  jourchasers  of  timber  from  the  national  forests  to 
defray  the  expenses  connected  with  the  burning  of  brush  and  debris  resulting 
from  their  timber  operations.  All  timber-sale  contracts  for  national  forest 
timber  require  that  brush  and  debris  shall  be  burned  at  the  expense  of  the 
operator,  the  contract  stipulating  a maximum  expenditure  for  which  the 
operator  is  liable  under  the  requirement.  These  expenses  are  now  met  direct^ 
by  him.  It  has  not  always  been  practicable,  however,  for  operators  to  burn 
brush  and  debris  from  timber-sale  operations  at  the  most  opportune  time  on 
account  of  lack  of  men  or  the  necessity  of  employing  all  men  available  to  tliem 
on  other  major  features  of  their  operations.  It  is  intended  by  the  amendment 
to  have  the  required  sum  now  s^jecified  in  national  forest  timber-sale  con- 
tracts deposited  by  the  operator  in  the  United  States  Treasury,  with  which  sum 
the  Forest  Service  can  directly  defray  the  expense  of  brush  and  debris  disposal 
on  the  timber-s.ale  are.as  to  which  the  deposit  is  applicable.  The  amendment, 
proposed  for  the  more  adequate  and  efhcient  protection  and  administration  of 
the  national  forests,  will  insure  the  dispos.al  of  brush  and  debris  at  the  proper 
time  and  in  the  proper  manner  within  the  maximum  liability  specified  in  the 
timber-sale  contract. 


(262)  That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  reimburse 
forest  o fficers  and  other  owners  of  horses,  vehicles,  or  equipment  lost, 
damaged,  or  destroyed  while  being  used  for  necessary  fire  fighting, 
trail,  or  official  business,  such  reimbursement  to  be  made  from  any 
available  funds  in  the  appropriation  to  which  the  use  or  hire  of  such 
equipment  is  properly  chargeable. 

NOTE. — The  act  of  Mar.  4,  1913,  making  appropriations  for  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  provided  for  reimbursement  to  “owners  of  horses,  vehicles,  and 
other  equipment  lost,  damaged,  or  destroyed  while  being  used  for  necessary 
fire  fighting,  trail,  or  official  business.”  It  has  been  decided  by  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  that  this  act  does  not  authorize  reimbursement  of  forest  officers 
for  the  loss  of  or  damage  to  horses,  vehicles,  or  other  equipment  which  they  are 
required  to  furnish  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties.  During  the  past 
two  years  there  have  been  several  cases  in  which  forest  officers  who  were  using 
their  own  horses  and  vehicles  in  fire  fighting  or  other  official  business  have 
suffered  losses  from  unusual  causes  which  could  not  be  foreseen  or  from  which 
they  could  not  escape,  and  inability  to  secure  reimbursement  has  caused  them 
to  suffer  great  hardship.  It  is  desired  to  extend  the  provisions  of  this  act  and 
include  authority  to  reimburse  forest  officers  for  horses,  veMcles,  or  other 
equipment,  which  they  are  required  to  furnish  in  connection  with  their  official 
duties,  when  the  same  is  lost,  damaged,  or  destroyed  while  in  use  in  fire  fighting 
or  otherwise  under  circumstances  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  warrant  reimbursement;  in  short,  to  extend  to  forest  officers  the 
same  relief  as  is  given  to  other  owners  under  the  present  law.

(263)  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  more  effectively  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Mar.  1,  1911  {36  Stat.,  p.  961),  entitled 
'‘An  act  to  enable  any  State  to  cooperate  with  any  other  State  or 
States,  or  with  the  United  States,  for  the  protection  of  vjatersheds  of 
navigable  streams,  and  to  appoint  a commission  for  the  acquisition 
of  lands  for  the  purpose  of  conserving  the  navigability  of  navigable 
rivers,”  the  moneys  appropriated  therein  shall  be  available  for  the 
employment  of  agents,  clerics,  assistants,  and  other  labor  required 
for  the  purpose  of  said  act  in  the  city  of  Washington  . 


NOTE. — It  is  necessary  in  administering  the  act  of  Mar.  1, 1911  (36  Stat.,  p. 
981),  to  employ  a number  of  technical  assistants  and  clerks  whose  dtities  must  be 
performed  in  the  city  of  Washington.  The  necessity  for  having  this  work  done 
in  Washington  is  primarily  because  the  National  Forest  Reservation  Commis- 
sion holds  its  meetings  in  this  city.  It  was  without  doubt  the  intention  of 
Congress  in  passing  the  act  of  Mar.  1,  1911,  to  authorize  the  payment  of  all 
necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  acquisition  of  land  as  authorized  in  the  law, 
but  in  order  to  conform  to  the  act  of  -A.ug.  5,  1882  (22  Stat.,  p.  255),  authority 
must  be  provided  in  explicit  terms  for  the  payment  of  salaries  in  the  District  of 
Columbia.  The  amendment  submitted  in  the  estimates  is  to  supply  the  omis- 
sion in  the  original  act.  No  additional  apiiropriation  is  involved,  since  the 
necessary  funds  are  available  under  the  act  of  Mar.  1 , 1911. 


(264)  That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may,  upon  such  terms  as 
he  may  deem,  proper,  for  periods  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  permit 
responsible  persons  or  associations  to  use  and  occupy  suitable 
spaces  or  portions  of  ground  m the  national  forests  for  the  con- 
struction of  summer  homes,  hotels,  stores,  or  other  structures 
needed  for  recreation  or  public  convenience,  not  exceeding  five 
acres  in  area  to  any  one  person  or  association. 

NOTE.— Under  existing  law  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to 
permit  the  occupancy  of  national  fore.st  land  for  any  use  not  inconsistent  with 
the  purposes  for  which  the  forests  are  created,  bid:  the  jfermission  to  occupy 
such  land  may  be  terminated  at  any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary. 
Such  permits  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  public  needs  when  the  use  of  the  land 
does  not  involve  expenditures  of  any  considerable  sum  of  money  in  the  erection 
of  buildings  or  other  improv'ements  on  the  land.  When,  however,  the  use  of 
the  land  necessitates  the  investment  of  considerable  sums,  as,  for  example,  in 
the  erection  of  hotels,  mills,  canneries,  stores,  and  other  business  structures, 
or  summer  residences  and  other  buildings  for  recreation,  the  revocable  permit 
offers  a serious  difficulty,  which  can  be  readily  overcome  by  extending  the 
authority  of  (he  Secretary  to  the  granting  of  leases.  To  increase  the  public 
benefits  and  jiublic  use  of  the  national  forests  the  adoption  of  the  paragraph 
inserted  in  the  estimates  for  1916  is  re.conimended. 


(265)  That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under  regulations  to  be 
prescribed  by  him,  is  hereby  authorized  to  permit  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment to  tahe  from  the  national  forests  such  earth,  stone,  and  timber 
for  the  use  of  the  Navy  as  may  be  compatible  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  national  forests  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are 
established. 

NOTE. — The  department  is  without  authority  to  grant  the  free  use  of  earth, 
stone,  and  timber  from  the  national  forests  to  the  Navy  Department.  The 
Navy  Department  uses  approximately  15.000.000  feet  of  lumber  annually. 
Of  this  amount  it  is  probable  that  the  Forest  Service  can  furnish  from  the 
national  forests  12,000,000  feet  per  annum,  and  effect  a saving  of  approximately 
50  per  cent  in  the  cost  of  the  lumber.  The  Nav'v  Department  has  expressed 
a desire  to  hav^e  the  resources  of  the  national  forests  available  to  it  for  its  needs 
where  it  is  practicable,  and  this  department  desires  to  cooperate  with  the  Navy 
Department  in  furnishing  needed  timbers  to  the  fullest  extent  possible.  By 
the  act  of  February  8. 190.5  (33  Stat. . p.  706)  Congress  provided  for  the  u.se  of  earth , 
stone,  and  timber  from  the  national  forests  for  the  purpose  of  the  reclamation 
act.  This  amendment  will  confer  similar  authority  for  the  benefit  of  the  Navy.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  of  $860,  but  as  eight  employees  have 
been  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  aggregating  $7,940,  and  one  clerk  at  $1,200 
to  the  statutory  roll  of  the  Secretary’s  office,  the  actual  increase  is  $10,000.

New  lan- 
guage has  also  been  added  to  the-  above  paragraph  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
authority  for  cooperation  in  the  revision  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia 
and  wnth  scientific  societies  is  submitted  in  order  to  enable  us  to  formally 
cooperate  with  the  Association  of  Official  Agricultural  Chemists  and  with  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeial  Convention.  Both  of  these  organizations  are 
working  along  lines  relating  closely  to  the  work  of  this  biueau.  The  Associa- 
tion of  Official  Agricultural  Chemists  works  out  and  adopts  methods  of  analysis 
of  food  and  drug  products,  and  these  methods  of  analysis  are  used  by  this  bureau 
in  analyzing  samples  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  as  required  by  the  regulations  adopted  for  the  enforcement  of  that  act.  The 
United  States  Pharmacopoeial  Convention  establishes  standards  for  drugs  and 
the  Food  and  Drugs  act  provides  in  substance  that  those  standards  shall  be 
official  in  the  enforcement  of  that  act.  It  is  therefore  of  the  highest  importance 
that  this  biueau  cooperate  with  the  above-mentioned  organizations.

NOTE. — Under  the  plan  of  reorganization  this  item  has  been  transferred 
from  the  “Miscellaneous”  section  of,  the  agricultural  bill,  and  the  amount 
has  been  changed  from  $200,000  to  $301,465,  an  apparent  increase  of 
$101,465.  The  actual  increase,  however,  is  $138,505,  as  27  employees 
with  salaries  aggregating  $31,040  have  been  transforrsd  from  this  fund  to 
the  statutory  roll,  and  $6,000  has  been  transferred  to  the  appropriation  for 
“Rent  in  the  District  of  Columbia ” so  as  to  centralize  all  items  for  rent  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  in  one  appropriation.  This  increase  will  be 
needed  in  part  to  develop  to  a point  of  real  and  effective  usefulness  proj- 
ects which  have  been  begun  and  in  part  for  the  establishment  of  three 
new  projects.  The  first  of  these  new  projects  will  be  entitled  “Marketing 
live  stock,  meat,  and  meat  products,  ” as  it  is  realized  that  the  present 
cost  of  such  articles  makes  the  subject  of  such  importance  as  to  warrant, 
and  indeed  demand,  that  a special  study  should  be  made  of  it  in  order  to 
suggest  remedial  measures  calculated  to  improve  the  methods  and  reduce 
the  cost  of  those  processes  which  take  place  after  these  products  have  left 
the  producer  and  before  they  are  finally  delivered  to  the  ultimate  con- 
sumer. Effort  should  be  made  to  determine  the  economic  factors  bearing 
upon  the  possible  elimination  of  waste  and  increased  efficiency  in  market- 
ing systems.  The  second  project  will  bs  designed  to  study  the  conditions 
obtaining  in  the  marketing  of  the  great  grain  crop  of  the  country,  as  the 
work  of  the  office  has  now  progressed  to  a point  where  it  is  considered 
highly  desirable  that  such  work  be  instituted.  This  project  has  not  been 
established  before  only  because  the  problems  involved  in  marketing  per- 
ishables were  believed  to  be  more  acute.  In  order  to  indicate  the  general 
direction  which  this  work  will  take,  it  should  be  noted  that,  among  others, 
the  following  topics  will  be  studied:  Primary  marketing  of  spring  and 
winter  wheat,  including  especially  the  uses  and  abuses  of  dockage  in  the 
first  sale  and  the  comparison  of  results  in  the  case  of  grain  passing  from  the 
farmer  to  the  line  elevator  and  to  the  farmers’  mutual  elevator;  the  various 
methods  of  marketing  corn  both  for  export  and  import  trade;  future  grain 
transactions  and  exchange  practices;  the  “spread”  in  the  marketing  of 
various  grains,  looking  to  the  possible  suggestion  of  methods  for  its  reduc- 
' tion;  grain  storage,  scalping,  mixing,  and  warehousing  practices,  track 

selling,  etc.  The  third  new  project,  “Marketing  business  practice,”  will, 
it  is  believed,  be  directly  productive  of  substantial  economies  and  a more 
equitable  distribution  of  the  profits  of  cooperative  organizations.  Forms 
of  suitable  accounting  and  auditing  systems  for  various  types  of  organiza- 
tions and  other  agencies  will  be  prepared  and  publications  will  be  issued 
relative  to  all  phases  of  this  situation  as  rapidly  as  data  can  be  obtained. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  work  to  be  as  specifically  helpful  in  this  depart- 
ment of  farming  endeavor  as  the  fruit  disease  or  crop  specialist  has  come  to 
be  in  his  particular  line.  It  is  felt,  too,  that  this  work  will  indkectly 
facilitate  the  solution  of  vital  problems  relating  to  the  location,  identifica- 
tion, and  extent  of  profits  and  wastes  incident  to  the  present  commercial 
methods  and  processes  of  handling,  distributing,  and  marketing  farm 
products.

culture, agricultural  colleges,  and  State  experiment  stations 
[and  to  employ  such  persons  and  means  in  the  city  of 
Washington  and  elsewhere  as  the  Secretary  may  consider 
necessary,  $40,000]  {act  JuneSO, 1914,  vol.38,  p.440,  sec.l).  $51,  880.

N OTE . — Under  the  plan  of  reorganization,  this  item  has  been  transferred 
to  this  office  from  the  “Miscellaneous”  section  of  the  agricultural  bill. 

The  amount  has  been  changed  from  §40,000  to  §51,880.  There  is  an 
apparent  increase  of  §11,880,  but  the  actual  increase  is  §15,960,  as  4 em- 
ployees have  been  transferred  from  this  fund  to  the  statutory  roll.  The 
clause  in  brackets  should  be  omitted  as  duplicating  the  authority  in  the 
general  clause  above. 

This  work  was  originally  carried  on  by  the  rural  organization  service, 
conducted  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  cooperation  with  the 
General  Education  Board,  and  was  brought  into  the  department  and  con- 
solidated with  the  Office  of  Markets  on  Jul”  1,  1914.  It  consists  of  inves- 
tigations concerning  associations  organized  in  rural  districts  on  a coopera- 
tive basis,  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  various  community  interests.  In 
studying  the  activities  of  su(;h  organizations  and  in  endeavoring  to  formu- 
late the  rules  governing  their  successful  operation,  they  have  been  classi- 
fied according  to  the  nature  of  the  purposes  for  which  tliey  were  organized 
and  operated.  The  investigational  work  which  it  is  proposed  to  carry  on 
under  this  snbappropriation  is  to  be  a continuation  and  extension  of  the 
work  which  is  being  prosecuted  under  the  similar  appropriation  for  the 
fiscal  year  of  1915.  It  is  divided  into  two  principal  projects,  which  are 
termed , respectively,  ‘ ‘ Rural  social  and  educational  activities,  ’ ’ and  ‘ ‘ Rural 
credit,  insurance,  and  communication.” 

The  purpose  of  the  work  of  the  first-named  project  is  to  investigate 
methods  used  by  cooperative  organizations  endeavoring  to  improve  con- 
ditions of  education,  I13  giene,  recreation,  and  household  economy,  with 
a view  to  determining  what  methods  contribute  to  success  and  what  to 
failure;  to  develop  methods  most  likely  to  produce  the  best  results;  and, 
in  the  dissemination  of  information,  to  give  special  attention  to  demon- 
strations. Active  organizations  will,  in  some  cases,  be  given  specific 
instructions  and  advice,  and  a special  study  will  be  made  of  the  effect  in 
rural  communities  of  the  improvement,  bj’  cooperative  associations,  of 
social  and  educational  conditions  upon  the  movement  of  the  j'oung  and 
active  workers  from  the  farm  to  the  city 

The  second  project,  entitled  “Rural  credit,  insurance,  and  communi- 
cation,” has  for  its  object  the  investigation  of  problems  relating  to  the 
organization  of  rural  communities  for  developing  rural  credit  and  promot- 
ing the  financing  of  agricultural  activities,  including  the  purchase  of  sup- 
plies; the  improvement  of  the  means  and  methods  of  rural  communica- 
tion, especially  by  the  use  of  cooperative  telephones;  and  the  organization 
and  operation  of  cooperative  rural  insurance  associations  for  mutual  pro- 
tection against  agricultural  losses. 

It  is  expected  that  these  investigations  will  include  a study  of  present 
methods  and  agencies  for  financing  the  purchasing  of  farm  supplies  and  the 
prosecution  of  farming  operations;  the  means  and  facilities  most  helpful  in 
improving  the  farmer’s  credit  and  supplying  his  needs  for  long  ancl  short 
time  loans;  and  how  efficient  organizations  for  the  improvement  of  farmers’ 
credit  or  credit  facilities  may  best  be  established  and  conducted. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  to  determining  the  nature  and  extent  of 
losses  in  agriculture,  the  means  and  facilities  most  helpful  in  reducing  such 
losses  or  minimizing  such  risks,  and  how  efficient  facilities  for  agricultural 
insurance  may  best  be  established  and  conducted  upon  a cooperative 
basis. 

A thorough  study  is  to  be  made  of  the  methods  used  in  organizing  and 
operating  cooperative  telephone  exchanges,  with  a view  to  determining 
conditions  under  which  such  institutions  may  be  successfully  established 
and  of  learning  the  rules  for  their  satisfactory  operation.  Surveys  will  also 
be  made  from  time  to  time  of  districts  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  establish 
such  cooperative  telephone  systems,  with  a view  to  determining  whether 
conditions  are  favorable  to  such  an  enterprise. 

Work  in  rural  credits  has  developed  information  regarding  both  long 
and  short  time  loans  in  their  effect  upon  the  agricultme  of  the  United  States 
which  is  of  the  greatest  importance.  The  scope  of  the  investigations  with 
reference  to  this  subject  will  be  widened  with  a portion  of  the  increase  1

NOTE. — The  amount  appropriated  for  this  work  in  a special  act  (Puhhe  No. 
174,  63d  Cong.)  for  the  fiscal  year  1915  is  $150,000.  The  amount  estimated  above 
for  1916  is  $125,640,  but  as  $4,360  has  been  transferred  from  this  fund  to  the 
appropriation  for  “Rent  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  ” in  order  to  centralize  all 
items  for  rent  in  the  District  of  Columbia  in  one  appropriation,  the  actual 
amount  of  the  estimate  for  1916  is  $130,000,  or  a net  decrease  of  $20,000.  The 
United  States  cotton  futures  act,  approved  August  18,  1914,  provides  that  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  take  such  action  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
determine  and  designate  what  are  bona  fide  spot  markets  within  the  meaning 
and  for  the  purposes  of  the  act,  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations,  to  establish 
and  promulgate  standards  for  cotton,  and  to  furnish  practical  forms  thereof,  etc. 

It  provides  fiuther  that  questions  as  to  quality,  grade,  or  length  of  staple  of 
cotton  tendered  under  a contract  of  sale  may  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  for  determination.  The  passage  of  the  act  about  a month  and  a half 
after  the  beginning  of  .the  fiscal  year,  with  the  further  fact  that  the  sum  appro- 
priated is  to  be  available  until  expended,  makes  unnecessary  as  large  an  appro- 
priation for  the  fiscal  year  1916  as  will  no  doubt  be  required  for  the  year  1917. 

A balance  will  be  carried  over  which  it  is  believed  -^vill  be  sufficient,  with  the 
estimated  sum  above,  to  handle  the  work  effectively.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  copies  of  the  United  States  Cotton  Standards  to  be  distributed  under  this 
act  are  to  be  paid  for  at  approximately  their  cost,  wMch,  under  the  conditions 
that  have  prevailed  with  regard  to  the  permissive  standards  hitherto  i.ssued  by 
the  department,  has  ranged  between  $20  and  $30.  Therefore  a considerable 
portion  of  the  money  expended  under  the  miscellaneous  unclassified  item  will 
be  covered  into  the  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts  as  proceeds  from  such 
sales.  It  is  expected  that  the  conduct  of  this  work,  especially  that  part  relative 
to  the  determination  of  disputes,  will  necessitate  the  employment  of  a number 
of  high-class  cotton  experts  to  comprise  a board  of  appeals.

A new  and  very 
ilestructive  potato  disease  has  invaded  a largy  section  of  the  jiolato-growing 
districts  in  Maine  and  New  York,  and  sporadic  ])oints  of  infection  have  been 
determined  in  a few  other  States.  To  protect  the  potato  crop  of  the  United 
States,  which  approximates  a value  of  about  §228,000,000  annually.  Federal 
quarantines  have  been  declared  covering  the  di.stricts  in  Maine  and  t\vo  coun- 
ties in  New  York  affected  by  this  di.sease.

State  cf  Maine,  which  at  that  time  was  the  only  State  known  to  be  infected  with 
the  disease.  One  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  the  estimated  cost  of  this 
inspection,  and  of  this  sum  $50,000  was  appropriated  by  Congress.  Very 
recently  this  disease  has  been  found  wudespread  in  two  im])ortant  potato-pro- 
ducing counties  in  northern  New^  York,  and  these  counties  have  now  been 
placed  iinder  quarantine,  adding  very  considerably  to  tlie  potato-jiroducing 
area  wliich  must  be  thoroughly  inspected  and  the  jiroduct  certified.  The 
$50,000  appropriation  last  year  by  Congi-ess  will  meet  only  a fraction,  possibly 
one-half,  of  the  cost  of  the  work  in  Maine  alone,  and  in  the  case  of  this  State  it 
has  therefore  been  necessary  to  secure  an  additional  fund  above  the  Federal 
appropriation  by  a tax  on  potato  growers  and  shipiiers,  collected  through  State 
agencies.  The  control  of  the  outbreak  in  New  York  must  also  now  for  the 
balance  of  this  fiscal  year  be  met  by  a similar  tax  on  the  potato  crop  of  the 
district  under  quarantine,  collected,  as  in  the  case  of  Maine,  by  State  agencies. 
The  collection  of  this  tax  is  difficult  and  the  divided  responsibility  very  much 
lessens  the  effectiveness  of  Federal  control.  An  appropriation  now  of  at  least

The  field 
stations  of  the  department  in  the  semiarid  and  irrigated  districts  of  the  United 
States  have  in  the  past  been  devoted  almost  entirely  to  the  production  of  crops. 
Methods  have  been  established  on  these  stations  that  make  it  possible  now  to 
produce  forage  crops  in  these  districts  with  a considerable  degree  of  success, 
but  such  crops  are  not  marketable  for  the  reason  that  in  most  cases  there  are 
no  near-by  cities  and  there  is  no  demand  for  them  in  the  immediate  neighbor- 
hood in  which  they  are  produced.

carriers  on  account  of  the  loss  of,  or  damage  to,  any  piroperty  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriations 
or  funds  out  of  which  the  same  was  purchased. 

NOTE. — The  above  provision  is  desii-able,  asunder  present  procedure  in  the 
Treasury  Department,  all  moneys  received  from,  or  deducted  in  settlements 
with  carriers  on  account  of  the  loss  of,  or  damage  to,  any  property  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  must  be  deposited  to  “Miscellaneous  receipts.”  This 
means  a loss  of  the  amount  to  the  department,  and  reduces  to  that  extent  the 
appropriations  made  by  Congi-ess,  especially  the  appropriation  for  Congres- 
sional seed,  as  most  of  the  claims  against  the  railroad  companies  are  for  damages 
to,  or  loss  of  seed,  in  transit  to  the  department.  The  moneys  received  in  such 
cases  should  be  credited  to  the  appropriation  so  that  it  may  be  used  for  further 
expenditures. 

(14)  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  to 

enter  into  contracts  for  the  lease  for  a period  of  not  to  exceed  10 
years,  of  modern  fireproof  office  and  laboratory  accommodations, 
for  Government  uses,  at  an  annual  rental  not  to  exceed  the  annual 
rental  which  may  be  provided  for  by  law  and  at  a rate  per  square 
foot  of  availaile  floor  space  not  to  exceed  40  cents  per  square  foot. 


N OTE. — The  provision  above  set  forth  is  most  urgently  recommended  because 
of  the  manifest  advantages  to  the  Government.  Buildings  can  be  secured  at 
lower  rates  of  rental  on  long  leases.  Better  and  larger  buildings  can  be  secured 
and  better  administration  is  thereby  rendered  possible  through  centralization 
of  units  into  one  structure.  Tentative  proposals  for  the  erection  of  buildings 
can  be  much  more  easily  brought  to  the  stage  of  definite  contracts  when  builders 
are  assiued  of  a lease  for  a period  of  years.  As  there  is  ample  legislative  prece- 
dent for  the  action  desu'ed,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  and  recommended  that  the 
provision  be  acted  upon  favorably.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  by  the 
legislative  act  of  March  4,  1913,  the  Navy  Department  was  given  authority 
for  the  leasing  of  a rented  building  for  a period  not  to  exceed  10  years  (see  Digest 
of  Appropriations,  1914,  page  308).  By  the  deficiency  act  of  August  26,  1912, 
the  Department  of  Commerce  was  authorized  to  enter  into  a contract  for  the 
leasing  for  a period  not  to  exceed  five  years  of  a modern  fire-proof  office  building 
(see  Digest  of  Appropriations,  1913,  page  513).
